DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 3, 4, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Steeves LeBlanc et al, U. S. Patent 6,676,375 in view of Hill, U. S. 
Patent 6,196,803. Steeves LeBlanc teaches a first depending line 24, a motor driven fan 
5 attached to the lower end of the first line, a second flexible depending line 9 and light 
16 attached to the second end of the line. Steeves LeBlanc does not teach the first line 
being flexible and the light being an LED. Hill teaches a flexible line 50, 48, and 31 and 
a fan attached to the lower end of the lines 48, 40, and 31 . The fan is capable of 
inducing a thrust substantially in a plan normal to the first depending line segment. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time this invention 
was made to provide a means to direct the air flow of the fan. 

3. With respect to the LED since the applicant does not disclose that the use of LED 
solves any stated problem or is for any particular purpose, it appears the using any 
suitable illumination means as taught by Steeves LeBlanc would perform equally well in 
illuminating the room.
